cent of normal. 

The general quiet along. the 
strike front was broken by scat- 
tered activity in Illinois, Arkan- 
sas and Alabama. 

Picketing at Aiton. 

At Alton, Western Electric 

strikers picketed the Wood River- 
Alton exchange of the [Illinois 
Fell Telephone Co. for the first 
time. About 105 operators re- 
fused to cross the line to work 
and supervisors took over. .

Members of a fifth air rescue

The rescue team, set out last 
night to bring rations to 100 
“starving” persons reported to be 
beleaguered by the howling .snow 
storm which struck the area 
Wednesday.

The team found the entire 
population of 100 snug, warm and 
well-fed despite the storm, and no 
one needed medical attention. 

The “emergency” which caused 
Colorado to marshal its forces in 
a rescue attempt apparently re- 
sulted from a garbled telephone 
conversation.

TOKYO, Nov. 11 (UP)—United 
Nations forces broke the week: 
long lull on the northwest Ko- 
rean front today with a general 
attack that carried up to four 


miles toward the Manchurian 
frontier on a 55-mile front. 
A United States First Corps 
spokesman in Korea announced 
Allied troops attacked all along 
the Chongchon river line about 
65 miles southeast of the Man- 
churian border. 

The United States Twenty- 
fourth Division, the United Statés 
First Cavalry Division, the South 
Korean First Division and British 
commonwealth troops jumped off 
at 9 a.m. (6 p.m. St. Louis time), 
in what was described officially 
as a “line-straightening and 
bridgehead-expanding operation.” 

Situation on Objectives. 

By nightfall, every unit except 
the First Cavalry Division had 
reached its objective. The cavalry- 
men ran into “very heavy resist- 
ance.” The Twenty-fourth Divi- 
sion made the maximum advance 
of — miles, the corps spokesman 
said.

Wife Weeps Hysterically. 
When told of the plot, Mrs. 


Valentin refused to believe her 
husband had planned to kill her. 
After weeping hysterically at po- 
lice headquarters, she sought to 
comfort her husband, who, she 
explained, has been highly nerv- 
ous and under a doctor’s care. 
They have been married 27 years. 


Wells, who never had seen 


Valentin before the latter’s ar- 
rest yesterday, reported to Chief 
of Police Ernest Hawkins of 
Brooklyn a week ago that he had 
received a telephone call from a 
man, who offered $200 “to kill 
a woman.” 


Wells said he asked for $75 in 


advance, and the caller said he 
would leave $40 at the 38 Club.

Tentative plans for construction 
of a 100-bed neuro-psychiatric 
hospital have been made by Wash- 
ington University, Dr. Robert A. 


Moore, dean of the medical school, 
told the Post-Dispatch today. 


The late Wallace Renard, board

H. Macy 
Co., is a sincere tax reformer and by no means 
a tax-dodger. So it follows that counter-pro- 
posals made by him and his associates should 
be carefully considered. 

It will be argued that, if ceilings are placed 
over wages and prices, at least a tax ‘ought to 
be placed on profits above a given ceiling. 
There is no daubt about the equity of such a 
proposition. The question is a practical one: 
How can the corporations’ share of the national 
burden be most justly and most advantageously 
iniposed?

Washington reports indicate that some politi- 
cians feel the election returns are a mandate 
not to increase taxes on business. The voters, 
we feel sure, meant nothing of the sort. We 
would not like to be in the shoes of a Congress- 
man who undertook to defend an increase in 
personal taxes without a comparable in@rease in 
business taxes. 

So the question boils down to how Congress 
is going to carry out its pledge of an increased 
levy on corporations.

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Americans.on the Move 

The biggest news to come out of the 1950 
census is that the American city is obsolete. 

The census shows not only a growth in pop- 
ulation. It shows how extensively Americans 
have been on the move in recent years. As 
Director Roy V. Peel of the Census Bureau 
points out in Public Management, three main 
currents of migration have set in: 

(1) Americans are moving to town from rural 
areas in greater number than ever before; 

(2) City dwellers have moved to the suburbs 
in almost equal number; 

(3) There has been an over-all--migration 
from the interior of the nation to border states, 
especially the Southwest. 

Missouri shows the effect of all three trends. 
Between 1940 and 1950 this state’s population 
incréased 4.5 per -cent—less than one third of 
the national rate of increase, which was 14.5 
per cent. Inside Missouri, it was the urban 
areas which grew, And inside the urban areas, 
it was the outlying fringe areas which showed 
greatest development. ee . 

St. Louis county, for example, has 404,000 
people today as compared with 274.000 10 years 
ago. The city gained only 36,000 during the 
same decade.

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Frankness on Football 


Some of the insanity in college football's 
“sanity” code is indirectly exposed ky a state- 
ment on this page by Colgate Darden, president 
of the University of Virginia. His university 
provides football scholarships. For this, Vir- 
ginia was nearly expelled from the National Col- 
legiate Athletic Association. : 

The NCAA requires, in the name of sanity, 
that aid to football players be strictly limited. 
If they are paid, they must hold a job. This 
implies that the present commercialized football 
is not work, but just good clean fun. On this 
point President Darden states a plain fact: 


There is no way whereby a student... 
can play football, earn enough to pay his 
way by obtaining employment at the going 
rates of pay, and at the same time do ag 
ceptable academic work. 


In many schools, the star football players are 
“assisted” by the alumni or other outside 
sources, in -surreptitious ways. Virginia and 
some other universities drew censure not just 
because they aided their athletes, but because 
they. admitted doing so. 

President Darden’s statement is at least frank 
and refreshing. Paying students to play foot- 
ball is less hypocritical than the cynical practice 
of disguising the game as a wholly amateur, 
if not educational endeavor. 
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Broken Rules for Safe Driving 
Among the rules that have enabled the 
“world’s safest driver’*to operate for almost 
half a century without accident, two are widely 
ignored. The sight of drivers deeply engrossed 
in conversation, or looking back at someone in 
the rear seat, or even talking from one car to 
the other driving alongside, is evidence of 
how much one of these rules is violated. 
“Always,” says Earl E. Jackson, of Brooklyn, 
N.Y., “keep your -mind on driving.” A 
Safest Driver Jackson’s second widely-broken 
rule is, “Always stay at least 100 feet from the 
car in front, especially in rain.” We wonder, 
in fact, how he manages to do it in city traffic. 
There, a car whose front bumper is not almost 
touching the rear bumper of the car ahead is 
likely to be cut in on. It is no infrequent acci- 
dent for three, four or-five cars to pile up 
together when the one in front is in a crash. 
Some people may call Safe Driver Jacksen 
a fuddy-duddy, but he is here and unhurt, 
while the National Safety Council says that at 
the present rate half the people born this year 
will be killed or injured in an automobile acci- 
dent. With the aid of Mr. Jackson’s rules they

could make that. statistic come happily untrue.

No Silk Purse Out of a Pigskin 


President of University of Virginia, once cited for disobeying foot- 
ball “sanity code,” frankly explains athletic scholarships; finds it 
of impagsible for youth to play on varsity, study adequately and still 
work his way through school; says athletics do not make money. 


From a Report by President Colgate Darden to the 
niversity of Virginia Board | 


It is my purpose’ to organize intramural 
sports on a broader basis next session. 
It is worth noting that the sound mind in 
a sound body argument which is one of the 
most substantial supports of intramurals is 
often used in support of intercollegiate 
athletics. I do not make this mistake. 


If the value of intercollegiate sport de- 
pends upon the plannéd flexing of 100-odd 
sets of muscles out of a student body of 
5000, then it could be abandoned without 
a sigh. Exercise and mathematics have at 
least this in common, they cannot be taken 
vicariously; Intercollegiate athletics, and 
in particular the Roman spectacle of foot- 
ball, has other more complicated reasons 
for existence, 


It is a common misapprehension that 
intercollegiate athletics makes money. It 
is not yet self-liquidating in Virginia. Last 
year, which was much above the average 
in receipts, $206,000 was taken in against 
an appropriation of $184,000 to intercol- 
legiate athletics. 

The apparent profit went into mainte- 
nance, repairs and additions to the ath- 
letic facilities, and to this sum we were 
forced to add $50,000 from the general 
fund of the state two years ago to cover 
the cost of pressing repairs to the football 
stadium. None of the athletic receipts 
went to players. 

In addition to amounts carried on the 
university’s books, there were last year 
contributions from alumni amounting to 
less than $32,000, to provide scholarships 
which were awarded to students recom- 
mended by the athletics department, pro- 
vided they met and continued to meet the 
academic requirements of the faculty, a 
body not shed by its attachment 
to intercollegiate athletics and properly 
jealous. of its prerogatives. 

Of the $26,984.50 that went to football 
players, $16,314.50 went to the varsity. 
There were eight scholarships of $1040 
each, three of $840, and 12 of smaller 
amounts ranging from $450 downward. 

The balance went to players on the first 
team, directly related. of.course, to the 
varsity in that they will be part of it next 
year if they show the requisite skill.. No 
other money was paid to players from 
any other source, so far as we know. 


The alumni scholarships’ were and are 
restricted not only by the academic. stand- 
ards of the faculty, but-also by a board 


resolution stating that “such scholarships *° 


would be limited to an amount sufficient 
to cover the cost of tuition and fees, books, 
room and board.” ° 


Scholarships in the intellectual fields 
of endeavor at the university are not so 
limited, and in chemistry, for example, 
several awards run up as high as $2500 
per student per year. Nor is the -total 
amount awarded by athletics greater than 
is usually awarded to the academic schools, 
which last year received $185,000 in schol- 
arships and fellowships, exclusive of the 
athletic awards. 


It is often said that a football coach 
draws more than any faculty member. 
This may be true elsewhere, but it is not 
true of the University of Virginia today, 
nor has it been, if ever, for many years. 
Our head football coach is on a three-year 
contract, recently advanced by the board 
to $9000 a year, for a 12-month year, as 
opposed to the usual academic nine-month 
salaries. 


The statements above I hope are clear 
and simple. I know théy are honest, and 
I know that they conceal nothing. I hope 
they demonstrate that our interest in 
intercollegiate athletics is a healthy inter- 
est. it is my belief that the abandonment 
of intercollegiate athletics now, even if it 
becomes necessary, would be unhealthy. 

There is no way whereby a student at 
the University of Virginia can play foot- 
ball, earn enough to pay his way by ob- 
taining employment at the going rates of 
pay, and at the same time do acceptable 
academié work, 

The football schedule is exacting and 
strenuous, both fall and spring practice 
now being required, and there is not 
énough time left over for studies and the 


, earning of a livelihood. The real ‘problem 
is whether there 


is’ time -enough for 
studies, to say nothing 6f-employment. 

We should face the fact now that it isn’t 
possible to. make a silk purse out of a 
pigskin, and ‘that the heart of an alma 
mater should be something more durable 
than 4 football.

Southerners in Control. 

As to the home front, most 
political writers made the obvious 
point that the Southern Demo- 
crats will in effect control Con- 
gress, since they will hold the 
balance of power between Re- 
publicans and northern Demo- 
crats.

The New Isolationhists.” 

Constantine Brown wrote: “ ‘Iso- 
lationists’ like Everett Dirksen 
and Richard Nixon will be added 
to Senators Taft, Wherry, Cape- 
hart, Bridges, Knowland and 
many others. Their ‘isolationism’ 
consists in seeking closer unity 
between the nations which are re- 
sisting Red onslaughts by using 
American economic measures and 
manpower to the best possible ad- 
vantage and by not limiting them 
to only one spot—Europe.” 

But the Alsop brothers, Joseph 
and Stewart, in a funeral column 
entitled “Post Mortem,” more or 
less wept with Mellett. 

“The result,” they said, “has 
given immense new power and 
authority to the conservative iso- 
lationist Republican group head- 
ed by Senator Taft. 

“Among. the Senator’s world- 
minded friends, who are many, it 
is fashionable to pretend that he 
is not really an isolationist. But 
in fact the record shows that he 
has voted either to cripple or to 
kill outright almost every great 
measure of defense and foreign 
policy designed to contain Soviet 
imperialism.” 

The Real Challenge. 

Doris Fleeson, whose column, 
like the Alsops, appears in the 
Post-Dispatch, saw foreign policy 
as the real challenge emerging 
from the election. “The Repub- 
licans won by saying what they 
were against; now they must pro- 
duce what they ‘are for,” she 
wrote. “The Fair Deal, already 
weakened by the necessarily huge 
military budget, is the most obvi- 
ous casualty. Few outright at- 
tempts at repeal of established 
programs can be expected, but 
there will be ardent sniping from 
behind commi bastions which 
will give the remaining Fair 
Dealérs a fulltime job. if it is to 
be repulsed.” Truman, she said, 
cannot now make a positive rec- 
ord to run on in 1952. Instead, 
he must hope that the Repub- 
licans will make a record he can 
run against. : 

Thomas L. Stokes said the elec 
tion results portend “a lively fight

Marquis Childs declared that 
the big question mark in the 
Eighty-second Congress is the 
Truman-Acheson foreign policy.

wing of the party,” he wrote. 
“The likelihood is that South 
Carolina’s newly-elected Govy- 
ernor, James F. Byrne, an astute 
politician and an implacable Tru- 
man foe, will discreetly direct 
this movement.” 


No Republican “Mandate.” 


Peter Edson, writing in the 
Scripps-Howard Washington Daily 
News, scoffed at the idea that Re- 
publicans were given a “mandate” 
Nov. 7. “Cocky as the Republicans 
should feel over their great gains 
in both Senate and House,” he 
said, “any idea that they got a 
mandate Yut of this election is 
just as silly as the Democrats’ 
claim that they got a mandate out 
of the 1948 election upset. After 
all, the G.O.P. did not win con- 
trol of Congress. It is still the 
minority party.” 


Arthur Krock of the New York 
Times said President Truman, his 
federal “machine,” the State De- 
partment and the mational leaders 
of organized labor lost the elec- 
tion. He also foresaw control of 
Congress by “those Senate Demo- 
crats who~ favor the moderate 
rather than the radical approach 
to public questions,” -bu* ex- 
pressed belief that these’ same 
Southern Democrats are as much 
against “isolationism” as the Ad- 
ministration Demoérats. 


Acheson’s Two Assumptions. 


The New York Times’s James 
Reston said the election weakens 
the status of Secretary of State 
Acheson, who was the target of 
many Republican orators, adding 
that even some Democratic Sena- 
tors now believe the Secretary 
will be a political liability if he 
is retained. 


Noting that Acheson had told a 
news conference he had no inten- 
tion of resigning as a result of 
the Republican upsweep, Reston 
said the real question is whether 
Acheson is right in the assump- 
tions on which he based his an- 
nouncement. These assumptions, 
said Reston, were (1) that the 
election would not affect the con- 
duct of American foreign policy, 
and (2) that the American people 
now want to close ranks. Many 
people hope these twin assump- 
tions are correct, he said, but all 
the evidence points the other way.

Eddie Cantor may no longer 
prance around the stage, as he 
did in the old Ziegfeld days, like 
a nervous race-horse, but he still 
has the ability to make a popu- 
lar song crackle and zip with life; 
he can still roll those saucer eyes 
until they seem to have slipped 
their moorings; and he is still 
one of the great show figures of 
the first half century. Far from 
his 59 years—his age announced 
by Eddie himself in reply to a 
blunt question—having withered 
him, they have mellowed him de- 
lightfully. Going hack over his 
40 — nearly 41 — years in show 
business in a monologue perform- 
ance for 3000 spectators at Kiel 
Auditorium Opera House last 
night, he was able repeatedly and 
adroitly to touch the springs of 
nostalgia as he mentioned the 
other great show figures he has 
performed with and the great 
shows he has played in, and sang 
the songs that made him stand 
beside Jolson as one of America’s 
two top minstrel boys of their 
day. 

This was for charity. Eddie, 
who has a big heart in a small 
frame, was donating his one-man 
show for the benefit of the St. 
Louis Heart Association, under 
sponsorship of the Rotary Club. 
He also gave something else just 
as important. He gave his listen- 
ers a good time. 

He recalled how a boy from 
a basement of a squalid East Side 
tenement house in New York 
made a hit singing “H-A-RR-I- 
G-A-N Spells Harrigan,” at boy’s 
camp, though they knew he wasn’t 
a Harrigan; chanting “My Wife’s. 
Gone:to the Counfry,” at the age 
of 11; starting professionally with 
Jimmy Durante at a Coney Island 
joint in 1909, and a song they 
sang — “Josephina, Please Don’t 
Lena on the Bell.” He touched 


| 


on the Ziegfeld Follies of 1917, 
when such people as W. C. Fields, 
Marilyn Miller, and Bert Williams 
were with him. “Saw Fields in 
Hollywood years later, and said 
‘Bill, I hear you’re not drinking 
any more’; ‘no more,’ said Bill, 
‘just the same amount.’” He re- 
membered how the expansive, 
fabulous Ziegfeld once gave him 
a Rolls-Royce because he jokingly 
mentioned it was the only thing 
he didn’t have. 

He recalled his great hit, “Kid 
Boots,” and the three hit songs 
he sang in row: “Ain’t She 
Sweet?” “Charley My Boy,” “Ma, 
He’s Making Eyes at Me.” He 
brought up “Whoopee,” and sang, 
still impishly, his greatest song 
success, ““Makin’ Whoopee.” He 
was the old dynamic Cantor giv- 
ing tremendous vitality to such 
girl-name hits as “Ida,” “Margie” 
and “Susie.” He told how Gus 
Kahn, at a party, was inspired 
by the sounds made by twisting 
the tail of a toy pig, to sit down 
and knock off “Yes, Sir, That's 
My Baby.” He wriggled energeti- 
cally in one jive number, and re- 
minded his listeners: “Pretty good 
for a grandfather, eh?” He paid a 
sincere tribute to the late Al Jol- 
son and recalled an amusing story 
of a pseudo-feud they had in Chi- 
cago when starring in rival shows.

JULIAN HUXLEY 
ASSAILS DOGMA 
ON VIRGIN MARY 


CHICAGO, Nov. 11 (UP)— 
Julian Huxley, British biologist 
and Nobel prize winner, last night 
challenged the Roman Catholic 
dogma of the bodily assumption 
of the Virgin M 

Huxley’s views were given in a 
statement read at a public forum 
on the question of the assumption,. 
recently proclaimed as official 
Catholic dogma by the Pope. 

Huxley and speakers at the 
forum attacked the new dogma on 
scientific grounds. 

The British scientist termed the 
proclamation “an act of intel- 
lectual immorality, which the 
world can ill tolerate.” 

“Scientific knowledge is the 
truth that shall set us free—not 
dogma,” Huxley said. 

The forum was arranged by 
the School for Biosophical Re- 
search within Man and included 
among its speakers Dr. Anton J. 
Carlson, professor emeritus of 
physiology of the University of 
Chicago. : 

“There never can be any au- 
thentic evidence one way or the 
other that Mary went up (to 
heaven) through the atmosphere,” 
Carlson said.

Forego Luxury of Feuds. 
What the President can do to 
improve his own and the party’s 
position is to forego the luxury of 
personal feuds and force his Cabi- 
net and palace guard to do like- 
wise. 
Senator Byrd of Virginia, for 
example, will be his best bridge 
into the Republican camp from 
the armed services and finance 
committee which are so vital to 
Truman military and tax plans. 
Senator Anderson of New Mexico 
is a middle-roader whose useful- 
ness to the White House has been 
hampered by needless tension be- 
tween him and his successor as 
Secretary of Agriculture, Charles 
Brannan. 
The choice of new majority 
leaders to replace Senators Lucas 
and Myers is both a problem and 
an opportunity. Senators Taft 
and Wherry, who run the Repub- 
lican show, are voluble prima 
donnas who dash into every fray 
and are not always considerate of 
their colleagues’ problems. An 
astute Democrat who would stay 
on the job could both exploit that 
situation and do much to hold his 
party together. 

No Obvious Choice. 
Unfortunately for Truman, no 
obvious choice presents itself. The 
Southerners are the ablest parlia- 
mentarians and work hard, but 
the civil rights issue handicaps 
them. Others now being men- 
tioned are either as conservatiye 
as the Southerners or lack art in 
human relations. 

Republican progressives have 
one notable recruit in Senator- 
elect Duff of Pennsylvania; they 
have on the whole been reduced 
in influence by conservative ac- 
cessions.

Webster Groves, 
Mo., and Minneapolis, Minn., and 
former president of the American 
Association of School Adminis- 
trators, has been a leading pro- 
ponent of progressive education 
throughout his career. 

For nearly two years, however, 

a ¢itizens group known as the 

Pinadena School Development 
Council has been holding mass 
meetings in a vigorous campaign 
against progressive education 
ideas and rising school costs.

“There is, therefore, added to 
the deep division in the commun- 
ity this real division among school 
teachers.” 

The progressive education sys- 
tem. already was in effect here 
when Dr. Goslin arrived in 1948 
from Minneapolis. At the time he 
said the Pasadena board had 
promised him a free hand to seek 
outstanding educators for the Pas- 
adena schools. 

The system has been termed by 
its proponents as “learning 
through experience” instead of 
from books alone, and as “guid- 
ance of the whole child toward 
social adjustmént.”

New Device Cuts. 


Invention Automatically Silences Set After 
One or Two Syllables of Speech, 
Starts It With Song.

CAMBRIDGE, Mass., Nov. 11— 
Dr. R. Clark Jones, mathematical 
physicist of the Polaroid Corp., 
announced yesterday that he had 
invented a device that automat- 
ically shuts off radio commercials 
and other speech as they come 
over the air and permits only 
music to pass. . 

The gadget, containing only 
four tubes, may cost from $15 to 
$20 if it ever is put into produc- 
tion. When connected to a radio, 
it silences it after one,or two 
syllables of speech and turns it 
on again after a bar or so of 
music. 

The device needs no prompting 
from a human being. Other de- 
vices usually require a hand-clap 
at the start of a commercial.
